London, May 27—(AP)—Britain 


refused today to send Gerhart Eis- 
ler back to the United States to 
serve out two prison sentences he 
drew during investigation of his 
Communist activities there. 


Bow street magistrate's court 


rejected the American demand that 
Eisler be extradited. That left Eis- 
ler—called America's No. 1 Com- 
munist agent by a congressional 
committee—free to go on to the 
Soviet zone of Germany—perman- 
ently out 'of American, grasp. 


The squat, mild-appearing little 


man, about whom had whirled an 
international tempest, heard the 
judgment stolidly at first. 
He 


solemnly shook hands with the po- 
licemen who had guarded him. But 
when court was dismissed and he 
was a free man, he broke into a 
jubilant smile. 


He Wasn't Worried 


"I wasn't worried," he said. "I 


feel fine. 


"I am going to Germany as 


quickly as possible. I am very 
glad the American reactionaries 
have been defeated and I hope 
they will be defeated many times 
more." 


Eisler, who is 52, has been of- 


fered a professorship in the Uni- 
versity of Leipzig, in the Soviet 
zone

Shanghai, May 27—(AP)—The red blanket of Communism quietly 


enveloped all of Shanghai today. 


The gunfire ceased. 
The last nationalist holdouts surrendered. 


Veteran troopers peacefully carried Red rule into the northern part 
of the world's fourth largest city. 


The Communist occupation was complete three days after it 


began. 
Red political officers began taking over the government of 


the greatest Asian commercial center and its 6,000,000 people,

The nationalists stayed as long 


M they did because they were 
afraid to quit. 


It was the Iforeigners trapped in 


tfte building with them who finally 


persuaded the last of them to give 
up. 


The number of casualties in the 


fighting that made a battleground 
out of such thoroughfares as th 
Bund and Peking road was no 
known. 


Some sources put the civilian 


dead and wounded at less than 
200—practically all Chinese. Chi 
nese newspapers said the toll wsu 
"several hundred," most of them 
nationalist soldiers.

It is alway* safe to speak 


against ain theoretically, or in 
general terms. 
Everybody—like 


th« minister whose sermon Presi- 
dent Coolidg e laconically reported 
—is "«f»inst it'- 
ll is only when one gets down 


to personalities and cases, when 
one says, "Thou are the man," or 
"That action was diabolical." that 
sinners get nasty and strike back. 


In the vigorous denunciations of 


sin during His last days, Jesus 
got down to both personalities and 
cases. When he spoke of hypoc- 
risy He named the Scribes and 
Pharisees, the official representa- 
tives and established "authorities" 
of religion; and He attackced their 
specific acts of hypocrisy and evil- 
doing. If there were devout and 
earnest Scribes and Pharisees, as 
there undoubtedly were, who had 
never devoured widows' houses, or 
done the things that Jesus de- 
nounced, they had no reason to 
take His charges to themselves. 
But there were plenty to whom 
His words applied. 


"He taught them as one having 


authority, 
and 
not 
as 
their 


scribes." Those words mark a 
straifge fact and a striking con- 
trast. The Scribes were officially 
and ostensibly the repository of 
authority- _ the interpreters of the 
| laws yet here was a young man 


from a hill town, unimportant 
Nazareth, neither a Scribe, nor a 
priest, with no official standing, 
presuming to teach, and finding a 
response in the people who heard 
Him gladly. 


It was no wonder that they said, 


"By what authority doest Thou 
these things? 
And who gave 


Thee this authority?" It is the

has always challenged the unoffi- 
cial teacher, prophet, and doer; 
and to a certain extent the chal- 
lenge is justified. It would be a 
dangerous and preposterous situa- 
tion if we had no standards for 
those who teach in our school*, or 
who practice medicine in our com- 
munities, or even for those who 
preach in our pulpits. 


But a license, and an evidence 


of authority, do not guarantee 
either honesty or efficiency 
in 


those who possess them. We well 
know that there are Incompetent 
teachers and even some surgeons. 


Authority haa its true validity 


in the power actually to be and 
to do what the authority author- 
izes. 
In a world of necessary 


standards, it would be preposter- 
ous if an Edison could not give 
the world his work because he did 
not happen to be a professor of 
physics, or if a p. L. Moody could 
not do hi* great work of evan- 
gelism because no ordaining hands 
of bishops, or of council had been 
laid upon v!m. 


The mistake that the Scribes 


made was two-fold: first, in not 
being and doing what by their 
claim of authority they 
pro- 


fessed to be and do; and second, 
in their failure to judge Jesus by 
what He was and did. 


There was one Pharisee who 


knew better. 
When Nicodemus 


came to Jesus he said. "Master we 
Know that Thou are a teacher 
come from God; for no man can 
do these miracles that Thou doest; 
except God be with him." 


A world of "authority," needs 


more men of tha spirit of Nico- 
demus.

A. F. of L Needs Revolving Door- 


John L Wants to Come Back In 


John L. Lewis wants to bring his 600,000 United Mine 


Workers back into the A. F. of L. corral again. The A. F. 
of L. can be forgiven if it is growing a bit tired of opening 
the gate to let him hi and out. 
If he got back, this would be Lewis' third stay inside the 


fence. The granite-faced mine chieftain last took his men 
out of the Federation in December, 1947. That was after "he 
had lost a convention fight in San Francisco to persuade 
the A. F. of L. to boycott the Taft-Hartley law. 


On that occasion Lewis acted with contemptuous curt- 


ness. To William Green, aging Federation president, he ad- 
dressed a message that read simply: "Green—we disafnu- 
ate^-Lewis."

cott Taft-Hartley. This is hard to believe, for Lewis must 
know that the Federation plans no change of policy despite 
its hatred for the 1947 labor statute. 


Other accounts suggest Lewis is eager to come back on 


any terms at all. One top A. F. of L. leader says the miners' 
boss is thinking of his July 1 contract showdown with coal 
operators. With the full resources of the A. F. of L. behind 
him, 
his bargaining position would be stronger than now. 
Other Federation officials believe Lewis is experiencng 


another surge of ambtion to become A, F. of L. president 
when the 75-year-old Green retires. Lewis frequently has 
denied that ambition. But the reports gained strength when 
he recently hired-a public relations firm to "popularize" him. 
That agency declared that behind his stony facade beats a 
warm heart, the heart of a man who loves children. 


Members of the A. F. of L.'B executive council seem 


unconvinced. They indicate their strong opposition to Lewis' 
•return, and especially to any post of high authority. 


From one year to the next, some sort of Geiger counter 


would be handy in locating Lewis in the labor movement. 
In 1936 he led the newly formed C. I. O. industrial unions 
out of the parent Federation. Six years later he detached 
his miners from the C. I. O., having previously resigned as 
C. I. O. president in accord with a pledge to do so if Wendell 
Willkie were beaten for president in 1940. 


In 1946, Lewis rejoined the A. F. of L. and was made a 


vice president and member of the executive council. This 
was the status quo until late 1947, when the Federation in- 
curred his displeasure. 


No doubt the Federation would like those 6Qp,000 miners 


back. But its leaders must wince at the thought of putting 
up again with Lewis' unpredictable behavior, which often 
resembles a cold war against almost everybody.

Multiple Sclerosis Hints 
Vary with Attack Location 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, ML D. 


Twenty or. 30 years ago multi- 


ple sclerosis was considered to. be 
a rather rare disease in the Unit- 
ed States. Today, while still an 
unusual condition, there are many 
reasons for believing that it is 
much more common than was for- 
merly the case. 


Multiple sclerosis affects the 


nervous system. It usually prog- 
resses slowly with periods of great 
improvement. Any one or several 
different parta of the nervous sys- 
tem may be attacked, giving the 
disease the "multiple" part of its 
name. Because the location varies 
from patient to patient, there are 
no absolutely , typical symptoms. 
Symptoms which are present de- 
pend on what portion^ of the nerv- 
ous system have been attacked. 


A trembling motion when try- 


ing to pick up some object, a dis- 
turbance in walking, and seeing 
double, often for only a sshort 
time, are perhaps the most com- 
mon symptoms. 
Thea* may be 


absent entirely or only, one or two 
of them may be found. 


Came Uncertain 


There have been many theories 


concerning the cause of .multiple 
sclerosis. Although a good deal 
of research work has already been 
done on the disease, it MM not yet 
been possible to find the, cause 
with any degree of certainty. 


.In the effort to speed the solu- 


tion of this problem, a sroup of 
interested citixens and a*yotciaiM[ 


have organized the National Multi- 
ple Sclerosis Association, 270 Park 
avenue, Suite 7G, New York 17, 
N. Y. This organization already 
has held conferences and has- con- 
tributed to the support of several 
promising research projects. 


As long as so little is known of 


the disease, the treatment will re- 
main unsatisfactory.

Problem For Congress 


All of which illustrates one of 


he problems of congress; 


Early each year the govern- 


ment's budget bureau, after check- 
ing carefully for months, lays the 
tudget on congress' desk. 


That budget is the list of ex- 


penses for running the various de- 
lartments of government for an- 
ither year, starting July 1. 


Then the house appropriations 
ommittee goes to work, holds 
icarings, and calls in the officials 
jf the department to explain why 
they need this or that. 


After, all this, the committee 


inally decides how much it thinks 
_>ach department really needs. No 
matter what the budget bureau 
iaid. 
Then week by week the commit- 


.ee comes up with a bunch of ap- 
propriations bills: So much needed 
•or the justice department, so much 
for commerce, so much for the 
treasury, so much for the armed 
forces. 


These bills are then laid before 


the full membership of the house, 
generally one or two at a time, 
for debate and vote. 


The senate goes through the 


same procedure. 


It takes weeks and months to

The drive failed to* hurdle a 


major test on cutting $1,500,000 
from Barrett's $12,331,000 appro- 
priation.

senators jumping over to the 
Democratic side yesterday and 
upholding Barrett. 


Prior to that vote, the senate 


adopted Barrett's offer trimming 
$105,000 from his budget for extra 
help and new cars. 


Senator Charles F. Carpenter 


(R-East Moline) led the move to 
prune Barrett's budget by $1,500,- 
000. 
He said the money requests 


were "outlandish" and asked for 
sharp 
reductions 
in' amounts 


sought for new cars, commodities, 


Senator Wallace Thompson of 


Galesburg, the senate GOP ma- 
jority leader who has been heading 
the economy drive voted with 
Carpenter but remained silent 
during the debate. 


Barrett's budget was defended 


asi reasonable by Senator William 
J. Connors of Chicago, Democratic 
minority 
spokesman.

Barrett's office has more work 
to do than two years ago, and 
that $600,000 of the

$1,149,000 increase will go for a 
10 percent salary raise which all 
state emplpyes are receiving.

bills, since each is tackled more 
or less separately. 


Piece-meal Approach 


With this piece-meal approach, 


congress never knows precisely 
until the last appropriations bill 
is voted on how much money al- 
together it has voted for the gov- 
ernment to spend another year. 


That makes it a little tougher 


to cut down total expenses so 
they'll be less than total income, 
if they can be made less at all. 


Now there's'talk in congress of 


this: 


Next year wrap up all the ap- 


propriations bills in one big block- 
buster bill and lay it before con- 
gress, instead of doing it one bill 
at a time. 


Then, able to see the total ex- 


pense of the government all at one 
time and all in one piece, congress 
will have a better chance of whit- 
tling down the total expense 
money to fit the total income. 


Since this idea is still in the 


talking stage, maybe it won't come 
about at all. Congress is famous 
for sticking to the way it used to 
do things. 


I wouldn't want to have to sit 


in the gallery through the debate 
on the block-buster. I guess it 
would last for weeks, at least.
